The reins of city govern¬ 
ment passed along to the new 
Sierra Madre City Council 
Tuesday night when Carlyle 
Griffin was unanimously el¬ 
ected Mayor for the coming 
year succeeding the retiring 
Elaine Rudolph. 

Nominating Griffin for the 
No. I city position was Coun¬ 
cilman Clem Bartoiai who 
was in turn unanimously el¬ 
evated to the position of 
Mayor Pro Tern for the com¬ 


ing year. 

Newly • elected council 
members to serve with Grif¬ 
fin and Bartoiai are Lisa 
Fowler, Tom Edwards and 
Charles Corp. They were 
sworn in by City Clerk Marie 
Warfel. For Fowler, this is 
her first city-wide office. Ed¬ 
wards and Corp were sitting 
oouncOmen who were reelected 
to their positions in the re¬ 
cent city-wide election. 

Following his election, Grif¬ 


fin thanked the council mem¬ 
bers for their confidence in 
him and said, "rU do my 
best to serve (the citizens of 
Sierra Madre)”. 

Similar comments were ex¬ 
pressed by the city’s new¬ 
est council member, Lisa 
Fowler. Said Fowler, “There 
is no greater honor, no great¬ 
er privilege, than serving the 
citizens of Sierra Madre. I 
hope to serve you well.” 

The council unanimously 


adopted a commendation for 
the retiring Mayor, Elaine 
Rudolph. In it, she received 
special oommendatioQ for some 
specific activities of concern 
to her during her tenure, 
including the Qime Prevention 
Board, the Senior Citizens’ 
program and her efforts in 
resolving the cable TV contro¬ 
versy. 

Rudolph also gave as 
mementos to each of the 
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Mayor Pro Tam Bartoiai, Mayor Qrlffin 
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Teleprompter Renamed

Teleprompter will undergo 
a name change as of Apr. 26, 
to Group W Cable, reflec¬ 
ting the recent merger of Tele¬ 
prompter into Westinghouse 
Broadcasting and Cable, Inc. 
That merger in 1981, at $630 
million, was the largest 
merger in communications 
history. 

The change will be imme¬ 
diately apparent locally by 
the new Group W logo ap¬ 
pearing on trucks, building 
signs and uniforms. 

"There is no doubt that 
our subscribers will benefit 
from the change,” said Dan 
Hieser, systems manager for

and expertise we will be able 
to offer will be greatly en¬ 
hanced over the coming 
months and years.” 

Westinghouse, the 34th 
largest corporation in Amer¬ 
ica, recently pledged $450 


million over the next three 
years to upgrade and rebuild 
its existing cable systems. 
With over 69 years of broad¬ 
casting under their belt, the 
company has revenues of 
over $9 billion. 

Westinghouse began the 
first commercial radio sta¬ 
tion in America in 1920: 
KDKA in Pittsburgh. The 
company produced the first 
regularly scheduled live TV 
program for children in 1948 
and led the way in broad¬ 
casting with its first satellite 
cable service showing only G- 
rated and PG-rated movies. 
Locally it now owns radio

tion .98. 

Extensive cable program¬ 
ming will soon be offered 
by Group Satellite Commun¬ 
ications. On June 21, 1982, 
in a joint venture with ABC 
Video Enterprises, “The Sat¬ 


ellite News Channels” will 
provide one channel of ar¬ 
ound-the-clock news updates 
every 18 minutes, a second 
channel of in-depth features 
will be added in late 1982. 

An agreement between 
GWSC and Walt Disney Pro¬ 
ductions has resulted in the 
formation of “The Disney 
Channel,” which will offer 
family-oriented caUe program¬ 
ming. Also coming onstream 
in 1983 will be “The Nash¬ 
ville Network,” featuring 
country-western entertainment. 

A pay-cable service, “Home 
Theater Network,” currently 
provide, movie hits via sat¬ 
ellite to cable systems around 
the country. 

Group W Productions pro¬ 
duces and syndicates nation¬ 
ally popular television pro¬ 
grams like “PM Magazine” 
and “Hour .Magazine.”

Solving problems and 
making their services more 
accessible to disabled persons 
has always been a goal of 
the Sierra Madre Public Lib¬ 
rary staff. 

According to Mary Tumilty, 
library director, the staff has 
recently explored new ways 
of making the library’s re¬ 
sources accessible to persons 
who have been diagnosed as 
mentally retarded. Because 
many persons with this form 
of developmental disability 
are unable to read, or have 
a limited reading ability, 
Tumilty explained the library 
is planning to highlight those 
resources which non-readers 
can use such as records. 


videocassettes, picture books 
and art prints. 

Several of these resources 
can be used in the library. 
The books can be read there, 
and there are record players 
and a videocassette player 
available for public use, both 
with headphones. 

Service to this special 
population is being developed 
with the help of a special 
project sponsored by the 
Metropolitan Cooperative 
Library System (MCLS). 
Sierra Madre Library is a 
member of MCLS and the 
materials and support received 
through the MCLS comprise 
just one of the benefits of 
system membership. 


The special project it call¬ 
ed LISTDD, “Libraries in 
Service to Developmentally 
Disabled” and besides pro¬ 
viding training seminars for 
staff, it also provides ma¬ 
terials to local libraries. 

Sierra Madre residents can 
borrow or use, in the library, 
filmstrip/cassette titles which 
teach daily living skills such 
as applying for a job, cook¬ 
ing balanced meals and man¬ 
aging your money.

Those who are unable to be 
present should write a letter 
immediately to be sent to 
Helen Bolen, 425 S. Main 
St., Los Angeles 9(X)13, to 
complain about the possibility 
of discontinued service rout¬ 
ing individuals into Sierra 
Madre. 

For the past two weeks the 
News has featured stories 
concerning which lines the bus 
company might discontinue: 
Line 435 (Baldwin Ave.-Wash- 
ington Blvd.); Line 487 (Los 
Angeles-San Gabriel-Sierra 
Madre Express); and Line 491 
(Los Angeles-Sierra Madre 
via Santa Anita Ave. Express). 


Possible fare changes are 
also being considered such as 
an increase in all categories 
of cash, stamp, tokens and 
pass prices; different fare 
structure for peak hours (6 
a.m. to 9 a.m. and 3 p.m. 
to 6 p.m.); no discounts for 
senior citizens and handicap¬ 
ped persons during peak 
hours; elimination of dis¬ 
counts for college and voca¬ 
tional school students; elimin¬ 
ation of, or increases in the 
the price of special services 
fares, the summer youth pass, 
and tourist pass prices; chang¬ 
es in transfers and-or freeway 
express increment charges; 
and estaUish additional char¬ 
ges for limited stop services. 

According to information 
received by the News, the RTD 
urges people who wish to ob¬ 
ject to call, appear in person 
at the public hearing Apr. 24 
or write. If not, there is a 
good chanc; that the three 


buses will be eliminated. 

People without any other 
transportation would be un¬ 
able to travel. And this 
hardship would affect not on¬ 
ly the transportation system 
for residents of the foothill 
village but would also affect 
Sierra Madre merchants and 
services who depend upon 
residents in the outlying areas 
of the town to come into the 
downtown area. 

Without autos or easy taxi 
service. Sierra Madre’s acces¬ 
sibility to the outside would 
world would be nil. 

In the interest of the city. 
Sierra Madreans and other 
foothill residents are urged 
not only by bus officials to 
make their wishes known but 
also by Sierra Madrie city 
officials who anticipate a 
dramatic loss in foot traffic 
in downtown Sierra Madre if 
the three bus lines are discon¬ 
tinued.

— Category A is com¬ 
munity conservation and in¬ 
cludes a home handyman 
program which would pro¬ 
vide for minor home repairs 
to enable people to live in a 
safe, decent and sanitary en¬ 
vironment. This area would 
include home safety inspec¬ 
tions and where indicated 
smoke detectors and security 
devices might be installed. It 
is proposed to allot $48,0(X) 
to this project. 

— Category D includes 
either subsidized or deferred 
loans to provide for major 
repair. In some cases a new 
roof or rewiring might be re¬ 
quired and the $16,0(X) al¬ 
located in this area would 
make possible such a project. 

— Under Public Service 
or Category F it is proposed 
to continue the counselling 
and referral program and 
funding for the Senior Citi¬ 


zens Center and $8800 is 
identified with this program. 

— It is proposed to set 
aside $7000 that is not ear¬ 
marked for any specific pro¬ 
ject since there may be pro¬ 
jects that will require funding 
during the life of the grant. 

— $8800 will be used to 
cover administrative costs to 
assure that the program is 
carried out in accordance 
with regulations. 

The Senior Citizens Com¬ 
mission feels that “this use 
of the grant will help many 
older persons make needed 
repairs to their homes that 
would be impossible with 
fixed retirement incomes in 
this time of inflation,” says 
Richard Hartley. 

“It will also enable us to 
continue the outreach and re¬ 
ferral programs that were 
established when the Senior 
Citizen Center was renovat¬ 
ed,” he continues. . 

Not included in this grant 
is funding for local transpor¬ 
tations.

Update on Cannon 

Too much credit cannot 
be given to Commander Ollie
